Mr. Herbert 
Hoover, who 
knows nothing 
at all about 
military strat- 
egy, persists 
with his plan 
to refuse any 
defense of Eu- 
rope, but to 
make a Gi- 
braltar of this 
country and, if 
war comes, to 
fight it over 
here—not over 

there. 

None denies Mr. Hoover’s sin- 
eerity or patriotism, but there is 
every reason to say and believe 
he is one of the most uncertain 
men ever to attain public stature. 
His failure as a President has 
caused him ever since to con- 
tinue plaintively holding his in- 
jured thumb up to public gaze, 
and to strive to prove himself 
possessed of second sight and 
wisdom. The record reveals no 
wisdom and, while Mr. Hoover is 
assuredly a man of high purpose, 
his viewpoint is colored by the 
dark glasses of resentment he 
has worn since his almost pre- 
cipitous retreat from Washing- 
ton at the conclusion of his un- 
happy term. 

The man who now seeks to 
impose a foreign policy of his 
own, is one of those who wrecked 
the Wilson plan for a League of 
Nations. 


Record 


Let us look at the record of 
the excellent engineer whom fate 
advanced to the presidency, and 
to which, admittedly, he brought 
high purpose, if not wisdom. 

There is no question but what 
he was willing to be regarded 
as a Democrat in 1919 when the 
influential New York World was 
urging him upon the Democratic 
party as its nominee. Later, he 
accepted a position in the Harding 
cabinet and eight years later 
qualified as a Republican. When 
nominated, he broke with his own 
liberal disposition, which was not 
nearly as reactionary as his party 
of that time. It was this fact 
which left hint without any real 
anchor or force within his party. 
Having begun pith political ex- 
pediency, he had to continue 
with it. + 

Behind him, was his public po- 
sition on Wilson. Twice in 1919 
he had spoken out for Wilson. 


“IT am for President Wilson’s 
leadership, not only ‘in the con- 
duct of the war, but also in the 
negotiations of peace and after- 
ward of America’s great burden 
in the rehabilitation of the world 
~.. he said early in the year. 


In the fall of 1919 he said, in 
an address at Stanford: ; 


“The League of Nations is an 
aspiration which has been rising 
in the hearts of all the world. 
It has become an insistence in 
the minds of all those to whom 
the lives of our sons are precious, 
to all those to whom civilization 
is a thing to be safeguarded.” 


Error 


That was the Hoover who gave 
silent assent to the campaign to 
have him receive the Democratic 
nomination. After he was in 
Harding’s cabinet he did not 
again effectively raise his voice 
in behalf of the League. He had 
sacrificed the Hoover of 1919 and 
from then on he was among those 
who were in the great conspiracy 
to defeat the League because they 
believed it necessary to perpet 
uate the Republican party. 


In 1930 he had in his power 
the chance to save Europe and 
this country from the full meas- 
ure of the economic crash as it 
finally was meted out to the 
world. The Republican Senate 
and the Democratic House joined 
in a resolution suggesting ‘in- 
ternational action to reduce ex- 
cessive tariff and restrictions and 
to eliminate unfair trade prac- 
tices. What they were seeking 
was something like the recip- 
rocal trade agreements which 
Cordell Hull was to create 


‘the Democratic House specifi- 
cally suggested an international 
conference and authorized the 
President to negotiate such agree- 
ments. Mr. Hoover vetoed it. The 
veto pulled the props out from 
under the already tottering world 
economy. Other countries fol- 
lowed the Hoover plan and imi- 
tated the iniquitous Smoot- 
Hawley tariff. In 1930 alcne six 
European countries enacted 
equally drastic tariff acts. It 
forced Great Britain, off the gold 
standard in 1931. The Hoover 
policy of economic isolation com- 
pounded disaster. 

That he is an honest, well-in- 
tentioned man is true. That he 
has a sore political thumb is also 
true. But, it also is emphatically 
true that he has not merely 
failed to show any wis- 
dom in leadership, out in the 
days when he was in charge of 
policies, his every international 
idea was grievously and harm- 
fully in error. 


That Americans should agree 
with Mr. Hoover rather than

Kefauver repeatedly has said 
his group hopes to come up with 
=. that will throw road- 

locks in the way of organized 
eriminal gangs using the channels 
of interstate trade. It is looking 
to Patterson’s commisison for help. 

The creation of a full-time Fed- 
eral Commission is one of the 
principal ideas the Crime Commit- 
' tee have been discussing. 

Hunt said he feared unless 
something of the sort is done the 
committee’s work might be of no 
lasting help in cleaning up the 

ambling and corruption exposed 

y its hearings. 

But Hunt said there might be 
some difficulty in defining power 
of a permanent crime commission 
so it would not encroach on local 
authorities or give local officials 
an excuse for “sitting back and 
saying let the Federal Commission 
do it.” 

Kefauver said he thought such 
@ commission should have power 
to subpoena witnesses and rec- 
ords. He regarded as its primary 
functions: 

1. To keep tab on the develop- 
ment and operation of criminal 
syndicates operating in interstate 
eommerce. 

2. To co-ordinate the activities 
and information of all Federal 

vestigative agencies, such as the 

BI, the Postal Service, the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, the Se- 
eurities and Exchange Commission 
and the Narcotics Bureau.

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Georgia’s $206,000,000 ‘Budget’ 


A lot of people drew a quick breath 
of surprise when they learned the Gen- 
eral Assembly was working on a “con- 
tingent budget” of $206,000,000 for the 
ensuing fiscal year. 


It is, indeed, a tremendous sum com- 
pared to State spending down through the 
years. If realized it will reflect approxi- 


mately a fivefold increase in a decade.. 


As late as 1943 State spending ran only 
to about $54,000,000 a year. During the 
current year the State will spend $130,- 
000,000. 


There is no assurance, not even great 
likelihood, that the contingent budget will 
become operative next year. It is simply 
a wise precaution, which has become cus- 
tomary in recent years, against taxes 
bringing in more revenue than was an- 
ticipated. Georgia’s actual budget for 
next year is $154,000,000. State officials 
believe that is a conservative estimate of 
what taxes, including the new sales tax, 
will bring in. Many believe it is too con- 
servative an estimate. The contingent 
budget is to allocate by law any additional 
funds that may be realized. 


After additional funds allowed the 
Revenue Department for administering 
tax laws, the Legislature properly has pro- 
vided that the schools will get first call 
on extra funds. No other department has 
any claim on additional revenue until the

“Mao Can’t Expect 


Much Help From Moscow 


Reports are that Communist China’s 
Mao Tze-tung is expected soon to visit 
Moscow with a request for more and mod- 
ern arms for his huge armies. 


Not many observers with a knowledge 
of Communist workings would give Mao 
much chance of success. 

Russia has built up the strength of the 
satellite armies in Eastern Europe and has 
brought an East German army into being. 
But all these are relatively small forces 
which could be handled easily by Soviet 
troops. Moreover, they are under close 
supervision of regular Russian officers. 

But China’s potential strength from a 

pulation of more than 400,000,000 would 

e another matter. A well-armed and 
equipped Chinese force would constitute 
an offspring too big to handle in case 
Chinese leaders chose to devigte from the 
party line.

St. Johr on the opposite page, is the drive 
by the Highway Department for legislative 
allocation of an amount equal to gasoline 
revenue pending approval of the proposed 
constitutional amendment for that pur- 
pose.. 


Georgia’s schools ought to come first. 
Highways, health and other services are 
important, but the real energy behind the 
successful campaign for new taxes came 
from the appalling conditions in the State 
schools. : 

The General Assembly ought to be 
careful that too many “extras” do not 
somehow find their way into appropriation 
laws. There has been, for example, a rash 
of requests for salary increases, some in 
the form of straight pay raises and others 
under the guise of subsistence payments. 
While the State cannot very well freeze 
salaries at present levels—and there are 
some officials and jobs which deserve 
more money—all such requests ought to be 
considered carefully. The Governor, for- 
tunately, has promised to examine closely 
all pay raises voted. 

A prospective budget of $206,000,000 
may prove difficult for Georgians to be- 
come accustomed to. But if spent wisely 
it will not be too much.

Maximum Sentence 


For Remington 


The sentence imposed by New York 
Federal Judge Gregory F. Noonan on Wil- 
liam W. Remington to pay the maximum 
penalty for the charge on which he was 
convicted will meet general approval. 


Remington was convicted of lying un- 
der oath when he told a Federal Grand 
Jury he never had been a member of the 
Communist Party. The question of loyalty 
to this Government was involved. That 
Remington had been a trusted $10,000-a- 
year Government economist aggravated 
the offense. 


This country never has been as tough 
on traitors as most nations. Our laws are 
weak in this respect and need strength- 
ening. But it is encouraging that the 
courts are alert to the danger of Commu- 
nist subversion and sensibly are applying 
sound common sense, within the legal 
limits, to punishment of offenders.

_ Slaps at Georgia’s Press 


In The Sylvester Local 


The Talmadge Administration continues to wage war against 
the newspapers of Georgia. Most of the antinewspaper actions 
of the Talmadge leaders are aimed chiefly at the Atlanta news- 
papers, and those of Macon and Columbus. But the effect is a 
definite effort to intimidate all of the newspapers of the State. 


The latest slap at the newspapers is really a killerdiller. It is 
- bill introduced into the House by several legislators, including 
Mitchell County’s Hand and Twitty, Talmadge stalwarts. 


The purpose of the bill is “to declare newspapers subject to 
regulation by the State and to require newspapers to publish 
without charge replies, answers or explanations by public officials 
to published criticism in the same size type, on the same page, in 
the same position, and with the same size headline when de- 
manded by the public official.” 


Hitler himself never dreamed up any neater way to throttle 
the press than this. -Most foreign dictators find it necessary to 
use such old-fashioned and crude methods as armed troops to 
accomplish a similar purpose. 


Such a bill evidently would make any 
Judge and Jury public official judge, jury, and sheriff 
whenever his name appeared in print. The official would be 
empowered to decide for himself whether he had been criticized, 
and the newspaper would be deprived of any right to decide 
whether his reply was fair or in the public interest, or even to 
edit it for style. ! 


It is now, and has always been, the policy of good newspapers 
to allow both sides on any public issue to have their say. It is 
certainly the policy of every newspaper to allow anyone who 
thinks he has been wronged to reply. 


But it is simply a matter of ethics and common decency, and 
the newspaper editor holds the right to make his own decisions. 
When the newspaper editor is deprived of the right to make his 
own decisions, within the limits of common decency and the 
publie interest, freedom of the press will have ceased to exist. 


Others Other antinewspaper bills now pending are: S. B. 76, 

which would prohibit advertising of liquors, wine, or 
beer. This measure originated among temperance forces, but has 
no doubt received backing from legislators who may have suf- 
fered from newspaper criticism. Only a few Georgia newspapers 
accept whisky advertising, and many do not accept beer or wine 
ads. Chief flaw in the bill is the fact that it will do nothing to 


‘stop the major part of the whisky advertising circulated in the 


State—that of the national magazines and out-of-State news- 
papers. , 


S. B. 150, which would “prohibit monopolies in certain com- 
modities.” This bill is aimed at newspaper monopolies such as 
exist, now that The Journal and Constitution have merged, in 
nearly all large towns in Georgia. Newspaper monopolies are a 
product of modern econornic conditions and now exist throughout 
the country, except for the largest metropolitan areas such as 
New York and Chicago. 


Libel S. B. 149, which would allow libel suits to be instituted 

against a publication in any county in which 50 or more 
copies are circulated. The purpose of the bill is to facilitate. libel 
suits against newspapers and magazines. The Legislature a year 
or two ago took a tremendous step in this direction when it 
repealed the “honest mistakes” law then in existence. The old 
law limited the amount of a suit for libel to the actual damages, 
provided that the libel was an honest mistake rather than a 
malicious attack and that the newspaper retracted it. The present 
law places no limit on the amount of a libel suit, allowing “puni- 
tive damages” up to and including the net assets of the news- 
paper, and it makes no allowance for a libel that might occur 
through an honest mistake. 


No newspaperman wants complete freedom of the press. Cer- 
tain limitations have always been placed on the press in the public 
interest, such as the libel laws and laws against blasphemy, in- 
decency, inciting to riot, ete. 


But the intent of the Talmadge forces is not to control the 
press in the public interest, but to control it in the interest of 
their own political group.

Highway Board’s Clean Sweep 


The final little string of legislative control over the State Highway Depart- 


ment was snipped when the House passed the Appropriations Bill. 


This is assuming 


that the Senate, which has shown an overwhelming sentiment to grant all the 
wishes of the Highway Board, goes along on this latest move—and assuming that 
the House, which likewise has indorsed overwhelmingly all the wishes of the 


taxes for roads. It was just a little thing. 


Highway Board, approves the Senate constitutional amendment earmarking gas 
The present 


Administration had caught previous 


Administrations doing new construction work under the guise of “maintenance.” The present Ad- 


ministration said this was wrong, and most everybody agreed. 


The present Highway Board, 


which has done a good job of road maintenance, said that the previous Board had let paved 
roads deteriorate while it used maintenance funds to build new roads for polifical purposes. 


It was this Administration itself that wrote 
imto the original Appropriations Bill a proviso 
that would prevent the use of maintenance 
funds for new construction. Nobody else had 
suggested this proviso. 


Then Highway Chairman James Gillis, 
who has been using maintenance crews to 
do new construction work in his home sec- 

. tion, sent word to the House that he wanted 
this restriction removed from the Appro- 
priations Bill. He was quoted as saying 
that he could save money for the State by 
using maintenance crews to build a little 
strip of road here and there, instead of 
letting these insignificant items te public 
contract. Rep. Owen Adams, of Upson 
County, said that even if this were true, 
the maintenance crews should be financed 
out of the “new construction” fund—and 
leave the $10,000,000 maintenance fund for 
use strictly on maintenance of highways. 
The Highway Board didn’t want it that way, 
though, so the House cut this final string of 
legislative control. 


The Gholston formula has been repealed. 
The gasoline tax earmarking formula is well 
on its way to passage in the General Assembly. 
If it is approved by the people in 1952, the 
Highway Board won’t have to ask the Legis- 


lature for appropriations—much less have to 
tell the Legislature to remove little strings of 
control. 


IN THIS FINAL WEEK of the legislative ses- 
sion, it will be interesting to see whether the 
powerful Highway Board will tangle with the 
powerful school forces, who right now have a 
firm grip on the Appropriations Bill. The school 
forces had the House write into the act that they 


would get their share of the “contingent” funds - 


before any other agency, except the Revenue 
Department, receives a dime from the “con- 
tingent” section. That means that the State 
must raise $184,000,000 before the “contingent” 
section is divided among other State agencies— 
including the Highway Department which has 
$9,500,000 in this section. 

But the Highway Board has a bill pending 
tn the House which would start earmarking 
gasoline taxes for roads even before the consti- 
tutional amendment can go into effect. If the 


Legislature passes this bill, the Highway Board, 


will get all of its money before any other agency 
—including the schools and their Minimum 
Foundation Program—get a dime in either the 
“regular” or “contingency” sections. The gaso- 
line taxes and tag license fees will merely be 
whacked from the State budget and handed to 
this agency.

The dust clouds traveled on out across the ocean and were 
One day at a press conference the late President Roose- 
velt remarked that we were exporting some of our best topsoil.

at — demonstration in eastern skies helped bring support to measures sponsored by Mr. 
ieasnatt to meet that threat to our national heritage caused by reckless exploitation of our soil. 
It made us conscious again of our land in terms of the dirt that grows things. The “Dust Bowl” 


Wwas seared into our national conscience. 
Now we wake up these days to learn from 


the newspapers that the snow which fell the 
day before was “radioactive,” or “atomic snow,” 


permeated, though luckily not dangerously, with 
radioactive particles blown 
clouds, from that series of atomic explosions 
out in Nevada that rattled windows in Las 
Vegas, broke a few, and shook the gaming tables 
—hbut not enough to change a six to a seven on 
the dice table, or shake the ball on the roulette 
wheel from 23 to 24, if you were riding the high 
numbers. 

That reminds us in another way—if we need 


a reminder—of the great devastator we possess 


today, capable of making great areas of the earth 
“dust bowls.” 


But, more than that, it is a reminder that 
for this and other weapons we are turning 
eut so plentifully we are digging out our 
precious and limited stere of minerals and 
metals just to shoot away, exhausting our 
resources. 


We are, in fact, creating another sort of “dust 
bowl.” Already, in some minerals and metals, 


we are being reduced to secondary ores which 


are difficult and expensive to extract. 

' Beyond the blowing up of our resources, 
there is the tremendous cost of al] we are doing 
symbolized in the grim and cold figures of our 
budget. We can, for the time being, do nothing 
about this, of course, because of the state of the 
world and the threat to our way of life. 

_ President Truman wrapped up the whole 
dilemma in one sentence of a talk to a group of 
50 Methodist ministers who visited him: 

“How much better to spend these immense 
sums of money for human welfare, instead of 
immense sums to create engines of destruction, 
although under conditions with which we are 


in, like the dust 


now faced we have got to have these engines of 
destruction in order to maintain our place in 
the world.” 


Sen. McMahon (Dem., Conn.), chairman of 
the Joint Congressional Atomic Energy’ Commit- 
tee, saw a bright side in commenting on the 
atomic tests in Nevada. As a result of their 
success, he said, he is more than ever convinced 
that “atomic energy is the main deterrent against 
war—the shield of the free.” 


Significantly he added: “The overriding 
question at this moment is how we will use 
the time which our atomic strength affords 
us. The chance for a just peace still lies 
open, thanks to the war-deterring effects of 
our atomic pre-eminence.” 


It does, and the “atomic snow” can serve a 
purpose if it is a reminder that, while we make 
ourselves strong, while we still have time, we 
also must search out and keep open all avenues 
of a péaceful settlement in the world. And as 
a reminder also that while guns can defend us 
they are not enough to make friends elsewhere. 

We must be sure that our aim is what Presi- 
dent Truman says it is—“to see that people in 
the world have the things that are necessary 
to make life worthwhile and that they have and 
live by the moral code in which we believe.” 

Sen. McMahon also pointed out that the 
atomic tests were guides for civilian defense 
against atom bombs. 

That serves to point up one of the most 
poignant tragedies of our times. You have seen 


it recently on your television screen showing - 


“atomic bomb” drills in New York City schdols. 
Six-year-old boys and girls, at the alarm, ¢rawl 
under their desks, their little rear ends sticking 
up. A new generation of cave children.

NEW YORK—A rich broker named Arthur J. Goldsmith runs a half dozen 
propaganda layouts from his apartment in the luxurious Waldorf Tower, but uses 
the demure and misleading address of “100 East 50th Street” on the letterheads. 
Mr. Goldsmith is supposed to be a man that you are supposed to be afraid of. 
That kind is a challenge to a free press and I have never yet tangled with one 
who didn’t fold up if you bellied right up to him. So, after inquiries made hy 

hand at the Waldorf Tower where this mysterious power has his lair, I called up to ask for an 


appointment. 
that encounter. 
would answer it. A few minutes later one of the 
three secretaries employed in his three-room 
apartment where the half dozen propaganda lay- 
outs do business under the letterhead address 
of 100 East 50th St. called back to say that while 
Goldsmith was willing to answer such a letter, 
he wouldn’t promise to answer any or all ques- 
tions that the letter might ask. 


Now, I ask you, what do you make of a 
rich man with a consuming hobby of creating 
propaganda through a bunch of letterhead socie- 
ties and hosing money into our public elections, 
who is too proud, too independent of public 
opinion or too scared lest the truth be told, to 
answer questions about activities?

Karly Tests 
Can Warn of 
Rh Conflict 


In days gone by, a woman 
went through pregnacy and la- 
bor with a minimum of atten- 
tion from the doctor. When a 
jaundiced baby died shortly aft- 
er birth, the doctor looked grave 
and muttered, “I wonder ——” 
What else could he do? In re- 
cent years the true nature and 
the cause of erythroblastosis fe- 
talis have been disclosed and no 
longer does the doctor have to 
wonder. 

The doctor who is alert to the 
possibility of conflict between 
the Rh factor of mother and un- 
born baby now has the advan- 
tage of several tests to indicate 


the necessity for appropriate 
procedure. Early in pregnancy, 
such a doctor first determines 
the blood group of the patient, 
an in some circumstances, the 
blood groups of the husband— 
and children, if any. He inquires 
into the matter of transfusions 
the expectant mother may have 
previously had. He supijects the 
mother’s blood to certain tests 
for antibodies and he may order 
these tests repeated two or three 
times as pregnancy progresses. 

A month or two after deliv- 
ery, he may again order certain 
tests to determine the advisa- 
bility of future pregnancies. He 
may decide—on the basis of 
certain tests—to induce labor a 
few weeks in advance of the 
normal time, to lessen the haz- 
ard to mother and baby. He may 
subject the new born baby to 
an immediate blood examina- 
tion in preparation for possible 
blood transfusion to the baby. 

Ninety-three per cent of the 
cases of erythroblastosis occur 
in babies born of Rh negative 
mothers. However, 7 per cent 
occur in babies born of Rh pos- 
itive mothers because of the 
deficiency in the mother’s blood 
of other important factors. 

Treatment of erythroblastosis 
by replacement of blood—draw- 
ing off large’ amounts of the 
baby’s blood and replacement 
with corresponding amounts of 
compatible blood—has been ef- 
fective. 

Recently, a method which 
seems to be an improvement on 
this procedure has been used 
with success. This consists in 
using “sedimented red blood 
cells”’—cells which have been 
permitted to “settle” or sink in 
the fluid portion of the blood 
of the donor. 

These cells are drawn into a 
syringe with just sufficient plas- 
ma to enable them to float and 
injected directly into the baby’s 
blood stream. The total volume 
of the transfusion is much less 
than in using whole blood, to- 
gether with the plasma, and the 
amount of plasma injected with 


the sedimentéd cells is too small 


to he of anv consequence.

injecting significant quantities 
of conflicting blood factor which 
might be present in the plasma.

ahe secret of being well- 
groomed starts with impeccable 
accessories first of all, 
gloves. Clean gloves make the 
difference between whether a 
woman has that “bandbox” 
look or, shall we say, “dowdy.” 

So pay strictest attention to 
the care of your gloves. For- 
tunately most gloves are tanned 
to be washable. But before you 
buy, be sure to look for the 
“washable” stamp inside. 

Washing keeps up the good 
looks and prolongs the life of 
your gloves. Frequent washing 
keeps the leather pliable, soft 
and shapely. 

Dry-cleaning removes this

washable finish, consequently 
you shouldn’t attempt to wash 
gloves after they have been to 
the cleaner. 

Light-colored gloves soil most 
readily, of course. But. dark 
gloves need frequent washing, 
too. If the color bleeds freely, 
use a series of thick sudsy 
waters during the first washing 


to flush away surface dye; that . 


way subsequent washings will 
be quicker and easier. 

For most efficient washing, 
slip gloves onto your hands. 
Then work up a lather with 
lukewarm soapy water, using 
a handwashing motion. A soft 
brush may used on espe- 
cially soiled spots. 

After washing both 
leave a smattering of soap in 
gloves. This restores the natural 
oils which have been washed 
away, and keeps the gloves 
softer. Never succumb to that 
temptation to put gloves under 
water running from the faucet! 
The best way to remove ex- 
cess moisture is to blot gloves 
in a turkish towel. Squeeze 
gently; do not wring or twist. 

Then, blew hard into each 
glove to puff it into shape and 
place flat on a towel to dry. 
Never put leather near heat: 
that causes it to shrink and 
harden. 


To keep clean gloves soft and | 


flexible, work them onto the 
hands just before they’re thor- 
oughly dry. If you’re not there 
at the right moment, and they 
do dry out, try this trick: Wet 
your hands and shake off the 
extra water. Then put gloves 
on. The little moisture that is 
left is just enough to make the 
leather soft and workable again. 

If you’re washing leather 
gloves for the men of the fam- 
ily, or other gloves not your 
own size, soften the leather by 
the “finger pressing’ method: 
Manipulate it between the 
thumb and forefingers of both 
hands, easing the gloves gently 
into shape afterwards.

The voice of Mrs. David Marx, Sr., was a gentle yet firm echo 
of the prayer that is in the heart of every mother today, regard- 
less of race or creed, that her children might have peace in their 
time. 


Only a moment before Mrs. Marx, wife of Atlanta’s beloved 
Dr. David Marx, delivered the invocation, voices of many religious 
creeds, both Christian'and Jewish, had joined together to sing the 
first stanza of “God Bless America.” 


It was a fitting tribute to Brotherhood month, which the 
Temple Sisterhood of Atlanta was celebrating with an Inter- 
faith tea, held at the Temple Monday afternoon, honoring the 
public school teachers of their Sunday School children. 


It was a further tribute to Mrs. Julian Hennig, of Columbia, 
S. C.; who sometime ago conceived the plan for an Interfaith tea 
as an opportunity to introduce public school teachers and leaders 
in other faiths to the traditions and doctrines of the Jewish faith 
and thereby establish a bond of understanding, tolerance and re- 
spect, necessary among people who share the same lives and aims, 
but adhere to different religious practices. 


Since much of the Jewish life revolves around traditional 
religious holidays and observances, Mrs. Joseph Pintchuck, Inter- 
faith chairman, arranged for tables depicting these religious ob- 
servances to be set with symbolic and religious articles, illustrating 
each Jewish holiday, these to be used to demonstrate comments 
on the significance of the observances. 7 


As guest speaker, Mrs. Hennig with the help of the Temple 


ehoir, singing traditional holiday hymns, explained in careful and. 


moving detail the origin and religious significance of each holiday 
and brought out some important parallels between the Christian 
and Jewish faiths. . 


Rabbi Jacob M. Rothschild pointed out the tablets of the Ten 
Commandments lettered in Hebrew: atop the Ark of the Covenant, 
then explained the Ark and the Torah.

Declare for Liberation 


Soviet Aggression 
Blasted by Exiles

PHILADELPHIA. Feb. 
mew declaration of independence 
was proclaimed Sunday at the 
birthplace of the document which 
inspired it. 

More than 200 exiles from 10 
countries under Communist dic- 
tatorship met at Independence 
Hall and indorsed a “declaration 
of the aims and principles of 
liberation of the central and east- 
ern European peoples.” 

At the same site nearly 175 
years ago, the founders of the 
refugees’ adopted “home of the 
free” signed America’s Declara- 
tion_of Independence in’much the 
same spirit that prevailed at Sun- 
day’s impressive ceremony. 

The gist of the declaration was 
set forth in 10 “principles of lib- 
eration” based on the toncept that. 
“the suppression of freedom in 


one part of the world endangers | 


the freedom of all nations and of 
all men.” 

Lasting world peace and demo- 
cratic stability cannot be achieved, 
the document said, until the: 
‘shackles of Russian mastery have! 
been struck from the “captive” 
peoples behind the iron curtain. 


On the premise that those peo-| 


- ples have been subjugated by 
“the same Soviet Communist ag- 
gression,” the declaration 


ed “with the same determination 
as that with which the United 
Nations are defending the free- 
dom and independence of the Ko- 
rean people.” 

The United States and its At- 
lantic Pact Allies cannot — 
Western Europe from Russia, 
they write off the rest of oe 
continent as hopelessly enslaved, 
the manifesto declared. 

Purporting to speak for 
overwheiming majority of 120.- 
000.000 people in Communist do- 
mains, the group of exiles advo- 
cated a European § federation 
modeled after the United States 
in ideals and in structure. 

The ceremony marking formal 
issuance of the document was held 
at noon on the paved plaza out- 
side the main entrance of Inde- 
pendence Hall. It was arranged 
by the National Committee For a 
Free Europe, Inc., but committee 
spokesmen said the degiaration 
originated with an informal group 
of expatriates, most of them for- 
mer leaders in their homelands,

The reorganization bill in its 
present form differs from original- 
ly proposed legislation in that the 
Plan first recommended eventual- 
ly slashing the public works levy 
to one mill instead of two. 

Included in a measure calling 
for an area-wide reappraisal of 
real property in 1953 is the pro- 
vision that not more than a one 
mill tax shall be levied for car- 
rying out the reappraisal. 

Other Plan proposais pending 
in the legislature provide for: 

1. Combining the offices of City 
Revenue Collector and City Tax 
Collector and naming the Tax Col- 
lector as Chief Deputy Revenue 
‘Collector. 

2. Requiring Fulton County to 
collect taxes for the Fulton por- 
tion of Atlanta. This would be- 
come effective Jan. 1, 1953 and, 
after that time both city and 
‘County taxes would be returned 
at the courthouse. 

3. Making uniform the dates for 
receiving returns and collecting 
taxes from the city and county. 

4. Providing for installment pay- 
ments of county taxes. 

5. Providing for a study of Ful- 
County and Atlanta employee 
merit systems. Present legislation 
would boost the appropriatoin for 
the study to $15,000 from $10,000 
‘proposed in the original Plan bill. 

6. Combining the offices of Ful- 

ton County Tax Receiver and 
Tax Collector into the office of 
Tax Commissioner. Sections of the 
bill naming the present collector 
as Commissioner, the present Re- 
ceiver as Chief Deputy Commis- 
sioner and making the office an) 
appointive one in the future were) 
not in original Plan legislation.

Employee Rights 


Six bills were required to pro- 
tect employee rights. Changes 
from original Plan legislation lib- 
eralize pay rights. 

The legislation provides that all 
full-time workers in departments 
affected by the Plan and em- 
ployed on or before Sept. 1, 1950, 
will have the right to transfer 
from one government to the other. 

An original Plan provision that 
the city could carry out “reduc- 
tion in force” has been dropped. 

Instead, county employees 
transferred would hold thef? jobs 
with full protection of the city’s 
civil service system. 

Also, wherever a county em- 
ployee is transferred and his pay 
scale is higher than that: of the 
city department, the pay scale of 
the city would be raised instead 
of the county employee’s salary 
cut.
